The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  as  medical  or  surgical  patients  during  the 
year  1867  was  2,454.    The  average  daily  number  has  been  202. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  on  the  31st  of  Decem- 
ber, 1866,  was  233,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1867,

Deducting  these  56  cases,  as  above,  the  number  of  other  deaths 
was  115. 

The  practice  of  the  hospital  during  the  year  presents  the  fol- 
lowing results:  The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  sea- 
men was  58.25  percent  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  against 
62.15  in  the  year  1866.  Of  the  -whole  number  of  patients  under 
actual  treatment,  7.50  per  cent  died;  or,  taking  the  ratio  of  mor- 
tality on  all  discharged,  as  is  done  in  some  similar  statistics,  7.00 
per  cent  died.  Of  the  deaths,  30  per  cent  were  surgical  cases, 
and  70  per  cent  medical.  The  amount  of  cures  out  of  the  num- 
ber discharged,  including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of  68  per 
cent  discharged  cured,  exclusive  of  about  19  per  cent  more  dis- 
charged as  relieved  for  the  time. 

Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1867,  1,289  were  surgical,  and 
1,165  medical — being  about  51  per  cent  of  the  former  to  49  per 
cent  of  the  latter.  On  all  cases  treated,  deducting  the  56  cases  of 
sudden  deaths,  the  proportion  of  deaths  was  about  1.50  of  surgi- 
cal to  about  12  per  cent  of  medical  cases.  Of  the  1,289  surgical 
cases  of  the  last  year,  430  were  from  injuries  arising  from  sudden 
casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the 
operations  of  the  hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of 
patients,  and  also  to  other  matters  of  interest.    (See  page  21.) 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  continue  to 
receive  the  fostering  care  of  the  Governors.   The  library  contains 
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7,788  volumes,  of  which  71  have  been  added  during  the  past  year; 
and  the  Pathological  Cabinet  has  increased  in  extent,  variety  and 
value. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1866,  was  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight;  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year, 
one  hundred  and  forty-four,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and 
twelve  patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  fifty-three 
were  males,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  females.

The  annexed  report  (see  page  11),  of  Dr.  D.  Tilden  Brown,  the 
efficient  physician  to  the  asylum,  presents  a  gratifying  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  asylum,  and  its  successful  administration  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

Annexed  to  this  report  are  statements  showing  the  general  dis- 
bursements of  the  asylum  for  the  current  year,  ending  December 
31,  1867,  and  a  statistical  history  of  the  asylum  since  it  was 
devoted  to  private  patients  only.    (See  page  14,) 

In  conclusion  :  during  the  past  year  no  change  in  the  internal 
management  or  general  administration  of  the  hospital  or  asylum 
has  been  made.  It  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Gover- 
nors to  make  both  the  institutions  under  their  charge  eminently 
beneficial  to  the  sick  and  afflicted,  whether  in  body  or  mind,  and 
to  administer  with  wise  economy  the  means  placed  in  their  hands. 
Their  earnest  efforts  will  continue  to  be  devoted  to  promote  the 
prosperity  and  elevate  the  character  of  the  trust  committed  to 
their  care.

YEARLY  REPORT  FOR  1867. 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  your  board, 
the  general  operations  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
for  the  year'  1867,  are  presented  in  the  following  table:

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The  largest  number  in  the  house  at  one  time  was  182,  during 
August;  the  smallest  was  161,  at  the  close  of  the  year;  and  the 
average  number  *f or  the  year  was  172. 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  two 
cases,  to  accute  disease  of  the  brain  in  six,  to  chronic  disease  of  the 
brain  in  three,  to  gradual  exhustion  in  four,  to  apoplexy  in  four, 
to  puerperal  mania  in  two,  to  the  disease  of  the  kidneys  in  two,  to 
epilepsy  in  one,  to  disease  of  the  heart  in  one,  to  inflammation  of 
the  liver  in  one,  to  dropsy  in  one,  and  to  general  paralysis  in  one. 
The  latter  case  occurred  in  a  female,  and  is  only  the  second  observed 
here  in  that  sex  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  Five  of  the  deaths 
occurred  within  five  days  after  admission,  and  four  others  within 
the  first  fortnight.  • 

Among  the  patients  discharged  as  "  improved,"  a  very  consid- 
erable number  were  so  nearly  restored  to  their  ordinary  mental 
health  that  longer  residence  here  seemed  unnecessary;  and  yet  the 
reality  of  convalescence  could  not  be  confidently  assumed  until 
tested  by  a  return  to  former  associations.  In  a  large  majority  of 
these  cases  the  result  was  complete  restoration  to  health,  so  that 
if  the  annual  record  were  made  up  at  the  close  of  the  year,  instead 
of  from  the  daily  register,  we  could  truthfully  make  a  material 
addition  to  the  number  of  reported  recoveries.  It  has,  however, 
come  to  be  well  understood  among  those  familiar  with  "vital  sta- 
tistics,'7 that  they  comprise  an  element  not  easily  discovered  among 
groups  of  figures,  but  which  is,  nevertheless  present,  as  a  leaven 
more  or  less  potent.  Borrowing  a  term  from  physiology,  this  ele- 
ment may  be  called  the  "  reflex  action  M  of  the  observer's  own 
temperament,  and  no  just  estimate  of  such  statistics  can  be  formed 
until  its  value  can  be  approximately  determined.  A  conviction  of 
this  truth  has  induced  habitual  caution  against  taking  too  hopeful 
views  of  the  mental  condition  of  our  discharged  patients,  and  may 
have  affected  unfavorably  our  annual  statement  of  results.  But 
this  is  of  little  consequence,  if  the  usefulness  of  the  institution 
itself  has  been  maintained  at  a  standard  which  can  properly  be 
required  of  it.  If  the  continued  confidence  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion, and  of  those  having  friends  here  as  patients,  is  competent 
evidence  on  this  point,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  asylum 
continues  to  perform  its  functions  in  a  proper  spirit  and  with 
average  success. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  asylum  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  average  health  of  its  residents,  have  compared  favorably 
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with  previous  years.  It  has  been  necessary  to  decline  many  appli- 
cations for  admission,  partly  because  the  department  for  males  has 
been  at  all  times  tilled  to  its  capacity,  and  also  because  the  high 
cost  of  living  has  made  it  recessary  to  charge  higher  rates  of  board 
than  many  applicants  could  pay.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  sup- 
porting its  patients  has  not,  however,  been  allowed  to  diminish  the 
measure  of  charitable  aid  which  the  asylum  has  always  afforded  to 
numbers  of  persons  unable  to  make  full  compensation  for  its  bene- 
fits ;  and,  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent  policy  which  its 
Governors  adopted  early  in  its  history,  more  than  one  third  of  all 
the  patients  admitted  during  the  past  year  have  been  received  for 
less  than  the  average  cost  of  their  support.  The  proportion  of 
patients  now  in  the  asylum  who  pay  less  than  the  average  cost  of 
maintenance  is  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  number.  This 
fact  may  well  commend  the  institution  to  the  favorable  regard  of 
the  wealthy  and  benevolent  citizens  of  New  York. 

Certain  limitations  to  a  greater  possible  usefulness  of  the  asylum, 
arising  chielly  from  insufficient  room  in  the  male  department,  have 
been  alluded  to  in  previous  annual  reports.  These  inconveniences 
have  been  specially  felt  during  the  past  year,  but  are  rendered 
less  weighty  than  they  otherwise  would  be  by  the  uncertain  con- 
tinuance of  the  institution  on  its  present  site. 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  board,  to  look  for  a  suitable 
substitute  for  the  location  now  occupied  by  the  asylum,  invited  me 
to  participate  in  their  search,  and  the  environs  of  the  city  have  been 
very  thoroughly  explored.  A  report  of  the  numerous  observations 
will  probably  be  made  at  an  early  day,  and  the  result  will,  in  my 
opinion,  prove  as  judicious  and  acceptable  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected,  when  the  difficulties  of  the  task  are  fully  considered. 

During  the  past  3^ear  several  halls  and  rooms  of  the  female 
department  have  been  repainted,  and  otherwise  improved,  by  length- 
ening the  windows  and  substituting  lighter  window-guards  for  the 
original  heavy  castings.  The  effect  has  been  very  gratifying  to  the 
patients,  and  the  greater  cheerfulness  of  the  apartments  is  quite 
conspicuous.  The  experience,  as  well  as  the  sympathies,  of  those 
having  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  diseases,  leads 
them  to  remove  every  unnecessary  contrast  between  the  dwellings 
or  associations  of  the  sane  and  those  of  the  insane.  There  must,  of 
course,  be  a  limit  to  such  efforts,  for  it  is  the  duty  as  well  as  the 
prerogative  of  reason  to  restrain  unreasonable  impulses,  even  in  the 
same  mind  and  in  the  social  life  of  responsible  beings.    But  in  no 
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particular  are  the  good  effects  of  philanthropy  more  apparent  than 
in  the  improvements  effected  in  modern  provision  for  the  insane  by 
assimilating  their  apartments  and  general  surroundings,  as  nearly 
as  prudence  permits,  to  those  conditions  which  promote  the  com- 
fort of  sane  persons. 

Such,  fortunately,  is  the  purpose  cf  those  who,  in  our  own 
country,  have  been  generally  entrusted  with  the  oversight  of 
deranged  persons,  and  I  am  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  the  humanity 
and  earnestness  of  the  trustees  of  the  new  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  now  being  built  at  Poughkeepsie.  Although  it  will  not 
supersede  the  necessity  for  an  institution  like  your  own,  it  will  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  all  classes  of  the  insane,  not  only  by  the 
liberal  scale  of  all  its  arrangements,  but,  I  doubt  not,  in  the  excel- 
lence of  its  administration  also.  It  is  projected  upon  a  plan,  and 
has  thus  far  been  constructed  in  a  manner,  which  will  make  it  alike 
an  honor  to  the  State  and  an  admirable  home  for  its  future  occu- 
pants. So  far  as  it  may  prove  a  friendly  rival  to  this  institution  in 
the  cause  which  they  are  both  designed  to  serve,  it  must  exert  a 
beneficial  influence  upon  our  own,  by  the  emulation  which  will  be 
engendered  between  the  officers  of  each.  I  therefore  welcome  our 
new  neighbor,  not  only  as  a  prospective  colleague  in  the  work  of 
beneficence,  but  also  as  a  useful  competitor,  animating  us  to  greater 
exertion  and  success  in  our  special  branch  of  duty.
